Its ramified efforts. Five years ago 
that wouldn’t have been possible. 
It would have been laughed “out of 
court” lf anybody had suggested it, 
and yet that Is the serious thought 
of the day, and I wouldn’t be at all 
surprised to see it fructify in the 
course of the next year. 
Now, that educational work Is not 
altruistic entirely or even in a large 
part. 
For instance, take this rail­ 
road situation itself. The few mil­ 
lions of dollars that were spent In 
railroad publicity resulted in an in­ 
creased valuation for the railroads 
of hundreds of millions of railroad 
securities. 
You can see it written 
on the right side of the ledger of 
every railroad in the United States 
today. 
I believe that advertising men in 
the various* technical activities of 
the country can do a great deal In 
tile furtherance of such productive 
advertising along educational lines. 
For instance, how closely in touch 
with the great labor problem and 
how' important it Is that there 
should ho a better understanding of 
the elements that enter Into that 
labor problem and bow important it 
is that there should be a belier un­ 
derstanding for the sake of our 
whole business future. 
It is really 
the crux of our businejsf situation 
today, and if we could' only make 


labor understand, as we sue file pic­ 
ture; that' all wealth Iii created not 
by labor" aloft**,v as the demagogue 
and the professional labor leader is 
so keen to assure us. Labor by it­ 
self originally was nothing but the 
caveman digging out a living with 
hiSr bare hands from the herbs and 
nuts and savage life around him. 
Until brains came and directed that 
activity labor produced no wealth. 
And so the trinity of Industry to­ 
day which we opght to make labor 
understand and the whole indus­ 
trial machine understand Is that 
combination of labor abd brains 
amt capital which has made this 
country what it is. 
That lesson 
ought to be driven home from every 
angle and through every channel 
that we command. 
Never was It 
more important that those of us who 
touch industry at the vital spots 
should drive .home those lessons 
wherever we have the opportunity. 
And there Is another field which 
is vastly important to the American 
people today. 
That Is the field of 
foreign trade.* The abysmal igno­ 
rance of the American people about 
tim Importance of export trade to 
their business future fairly terrifies 
nae when I get out into the country 
and get in touch with the average 
business man and worse that! terri­ 
fies me when I h^eet the average 
man and the average farmer, and 
yet tim wheat-raiser\of the North­ 
west and the cotton-grower of the 
South and the cattle-rplser of the 
far West should all be es sincerely 
and deeply Interested In the devel­ 
opment o f our foreign markets as 
the industrial representatives of 
our business community, and we 
have got to drive that lesson home 
to the American people. 
We have 
got to make them see that Ameri­ 
can prosperity is absolutely depend­ 
ent upon’the protection and expan­ 
sion of our foreign trade and that 
unless we can market our surplus 
production, unless we can keep the 
markets of the wort d b pen to out 
goods of every description, we are 
not going to have the prosperity at 
home to which we are entitled. 
Now, the banker is willing to do 
his part. He has studied that situ­ 
ation, and he is willing to extend 
his credit and to go-the whole 
length of the road, but he must 
have behind him the support of the 
business community and; even more 
than that. the support of his Gov­ 
ernment, because It I* very certain 
that American goods will hot con­ 
tinue to go around the world unless 
they are followed by the protection 
of the American flag. 
And so it Js of vast Importance 
that there be a greater and better 
understanding of the? Importance of 
our relations with the rest of the 
world. 
It Is very certain that the 
day has long since gone, by when 
any nation or any individual can 
live unto itself alone. We must not 
only “live and let live,” as we loved 
to say In the old days, but we have 
got to “live and help live” in order 
intelligently to help ourselves. And 
within the hands of those who con­ 
trol the channels of publicity jyul 
advertising rests a large part of 
the burden of education along tliesa 
lines.
